tuen fasteped opon them they did not mike any
earuest effort 1o rid themselves of it And then came—
of course they comeo--revolls, Then what did they
snffer?! We woold moke au inyuiry into whal Lhey
did sufMer, for such an inguiry i8 nocessary to the
viow of the subject 1 propose taking to-night. After
geven years of the moet exhuanstiog war that the na-
tion ever ondured we accomplished our indepen=
dence, bus still the principie of the worst furin of
glavery that ever existed npon the fsce of the carth
remained, and then came the groat revolt

Wa courted, we duummlr-.rn by every act, we de-

clared that it should happep. The great wiar came
unpu ne. I refer 1o the Southern secession, and we
el the penulty of our crimes, Egypt had her Wn
sapues, I 1 copnt aright; she had her blood, she
lln her mice, she had her frogs, abe had her morrain
of ber cattle; ghe had her alanghtered fnnocents; and
$0 because wWe refused to do aright we also wore
coreed with ealumities, Our fathers und our brothers
were required to offer themselves upon the groat
broad althr ol eacrifice; and oh, how we wept, onr
mothiers wept, our sisters wept, our daughiers wapt
when we received the news fram the baitle-fleld of
becntombe on hecatombs of alain,

Yes, yes; there is a miarvel lo the history of & nation
s there i & marvel In the Individual Iife of & man;

If there are apy here to-night to con-
template such nn nppeal as that of the soul to the na-
tiom, I ¢ry, shame., ‘I'lis nation constitutes an fme
menke¢ part of the whole world, and, therefare,
lberty, embracing & fale proportion of the whole
world, muet be respectod and esteemed,

1 will sppenl tomanhood, |ustiee, sacrifice, the pure
Epirit of liberty, and Alnnghty God, fur the puricy of
my intentions. All questioos which have bLeen dis-
eneeed say, aball the “national honor be preserved?"
By the nationnl identity is meant the republican nation,
and by the national hovur is well npderstood the signi-
fleance, Tt i necessnry to do right to neeompllsh right,
and to do wrong is to socomplish wrong. 1 wili not
gtop to discuea there guestions now, What do you
care abonut taxation? The debt of the nation hias been
incurred for the publie voud, and they are in Jnstico
bonpd to pay i, Durlng o tame of trial the Demao-
erncy reselved the nation shonld not be paid and,
therefora, they are now in favor of not paying the lu-
debtedness incnrred dorlue th @ war,

The destruction of the Unlon wonld be oniversal
Qestruction, and to thisend the Demacracy labored.

Reformatery for Criminal Boys,

The reformatory for orfminal boys, origi-
nally established in Sonthwark, London, was
removed some years sgo to Ied Hill, and
placed on & farm. Here boys convioted of
orime are kept at work three to five years,
chiefly in onltare, and then are sent to the
oolonies. The suopess of the institution ap-
rom quite remarkable, according to the fol-
owlngh statement, oo from a recent
English journal:—

““There are two handred and uoventr boys
on the farm, and their occupations are in the
fleld, the cow-honse, sheep-fold, stable, garden,
brick-fleld, tailors’ shop, laundry, kitohen,
and house genarally. Some are taught to ba
carpenters, blacksmiths, bakers, and briok-
layers, Emigration is the great attraoction to
them at the expiration of their term, and the
chaplain can show & heap of lettera from
former pupfls that onght to encourage them
in his work, and gustain the Committee in
their efforts to provide the expensea that the
industrial training and ultimate disposal of
the boys make absolutely necessary. Boms of
the boys make capital agrioulturists, thanks
to the experience and patience of Mr. Bilcliffe,
the bailiff, The farm conaists of 500 acres of
freshold land, and the lads enter eagerly into
the tending of stoock (the farm keeps thirty
cows, besides sheep and pigs), the making of
butter and the raising of produce. A few facts
will epeak volames for the institution. During
the last nineteen years 2028 boya have been
admitted, and 1750 discharged, Of these 540
emigrated. Binoe the last harvest-home the
unognally large number of 102 were admitted,
but the good conduct has been unexampled,
and the punichments and desertions remark-
ably few; U1 have left during the year, and 50
of them at once, by the aid of the society, emi-
grated to the Canadas, The cheering state-
ment i8 recorded that eighty-nine per cent. of
the lads live honestly, and that a large pro-
portion work themselves into respeotable posi-
tions in life.”

Mountain Climbing in the Caucasus.

Referring to the late ascent by three Lng-
lishmen of the Elbrus and Kasbeck monntains,
in the Caucasns, a German paper remarks
that it is a mistake to suppose thess monn-
tains were then ascended for the first time.
In 1520 Adolf Kupfler, the mineralogist’ K. A.
Meyer, the botanist, and othar philosophers,
were gent on & scientific mission into the Can-
casus by the Academy of Sciences at BSt.
Petersburg, and ascended Elbrus with soms
Circassian guides. The history of this expe-
dition is given In Kupfler’s ““Voyage dans les
Eunvirons du Mont Libronz dans la Caucase,
entrepris par ordre de sa Majest(¢ 1'Emperenr
en 1520, Rapport fait i "Acad. Imp. des
Sulences de Bt. Pétersbourg,’’ 8t. Pat., 4to.,
1830; and also in Klaproth's ‘*Nouvean Jour-
nal Asiatique’’ for January, 1831, No, 37. As
for Kasbeck, it was ascended by the geogra-
pher Moritz Wagner, brother of Radolph
Wagner, about the year 1544, The same
paper deseribes the central ridge of the Can-
casus as a huoge maes of black porphyry
specked with white, its snmmit forming a
vast platean from eight to ten thounsand feet
high, which stretches for several miles from
east to west, with deep vallays on both sidas,
and a narrow ridge covered with eternal snow
running along the whole of its length. About
the middle of this ridge i8 & very wide but not
deep chasm, out of the centre of which rises a
bold peak almost enlirely covered with snow.
This is the Elbrus, called by the native Al-
bordsh (a watershed),
